OGONGRESSMAN FAVROT FREL.

No Trial in Louisinng for Killing Un-
der Unwritten Law.

Demecratic Congressman George K.
Favrot, of Baton Rouge, La., was set
free Thursday after having been in
Jail  oentinwousix for about fiva
months, under arrest on a charge of
murder and awaiting the action of the
grand Jury. Thursday the second
grand jury refused to indict the con-
gressman, Mr, Favrot last November
shot and killed Dr. R. H. Aldvich, of
Baton Rouge, who had been 1ia life
long friend. The congressman de-
clared the physiclan had made dlspar-
aging remarks about Mrs, Favrot. The
shootlng occurred Immedlately afler
an exciting election and while Favrot
was still judge of the Baton Rouge
court, which has now set him free, He
resigned and was indicted by a grand
Jury which had been selected under
his jurisdiction before the shooting,
Because one of the Jurymen was 1t
erate the finding was quashed,

Foraker Declares Himself Im Speech
ut Canton.
In the presence of 1,200 people
Senato Joseph B, Foraker Wadnesday
night delivered an address at Canton,
0., defending his actions as & publie
gservant and declaring his willingness
to mbide by thely decision In the fu-
ture. The occaslon was the annual
banquet of the Canton board of trade,
senator Foraker was on the pro-
gram for an address on “Clvie Pride,”
but his speech wus largely direoted to
his work as a senator, and is regarded
us being the opening of the presiden-
tial campaign in Ohlo,

Senator Foraker discussed published
stntements regarding the president’s
attitude towanrd ths senator's speech
At this time and replied to a publica-
tlon mentloning him as one of an anti-
Roosevelt combination; reviewwd the
Investigation of the discharge of the
negro soldlers on account of the trou-
ble at Brownsville, Tex.; relterated his
views regarding recent rallroad legls-
lation; protested sgainst the Infringe-
ment by one branch of the governs.
ment of the vights of another branch;
declared that the representatives of
the people In congress are accountable
only to the people and are not “prop-
erly subject to any other Influence;
denled the right of anyona except hia
constituents to call him to account,
and sounded a note of warning agalnst
Increased survelllunce of business men
who need no “moral regeneration.”

river and its tributaries. Mr., Chap-
man was subpoeénaed to bring in all
books, letters, check stubs and other
records of the company. On his de-
murring he was ordered by the court
on Saturday last to bring in all  the
records touching upon acquisition of
title to lands. Tuesday he appeared
before the jury with the books and
papers containing such records.

Jund,

The application of Robert E, Peary
for leave of absence of three yeoars,
which was approved Tuesday by the
secrelary of the navy, has uncovered
Ahe fact that Commander Peary defi-
nitely purposes to make another at-
tempt this summer to rench the north
pole. The three years' leave of ab-
sence during whitch he made his fam-
ous journey to the farthest point
north ever reached by man—3§7 de-
grees § minutes—expired last Bunday,
and the new leave begins at once, It
Iz expected the start will be made
some time In June,

Funds necessury for the next trip to
the north pols have not vet been ob-
talned In adeguate guantity, but it I=
stated that there is no unessiness as to
that. Morrls K. Jessup and another

Practical leglslators In Congress lave
lately begun seriously to discuss the
need of permanent officers In the dif-
ferent executive departmenta, to man-
age the work under the direction of the
members of the Cabinet, The Cablnet
changes so often that the conduct of
the governmwent business I8 not so effi-
clent as It might be. There are prac-
tically permanent assigtant secretarios
In some of the departmgnts who are
famlliar with what has done In
the past, but there are not envugh of
them. In the British Cabinet there
are permanent  under-secretarles to
whom the cabinet minister Jooks for
Information and guldance In detalls,
while the minlster himself attends to
the large questions of polley, and ls not
confused by a multiplicity of detalls
One of the propositions serlously ad-
vanced In Washington looks to the ap-
polutment of a superintendent of posts
who shall be appeinted for his execu-
tive abllity and shall be free from the
vicissitudes of political nud administra-
tive changes. 1t Is belleved that such
an officer could reform many abusés
that now exist In the postoffice admin-
